-V dcspiitcli from Pao Ting Fu, dated 
yesterday, ways: 

"Telegraiihic connection has boon com- 
l)leted with IVkin, entirely by the G(!r- 
tiuiiiM. The railway from Pao Ting Fu 
to the capital its neurl.v cOTupleted. 
French detacliinentH are guarding the 
line. The health of the German troops 
is improving."

Several Chinese Officials Sen- 
tenced to Death by Inter- 
national Comnnlssions 



I'acis, Nov. 2.— A despatch to the 
Hava« Apeucy from Pokin, dated Octo- 
ber tiiiys: "Thi! foroisu luiuistors 
coutimicd to-il:iy llie discurisioii of llio 
yeaee propositions to be presented to tin- 
CbineBe. The French proposals wor(> 
accepted. Additional spociGcations will 
be discussed on Monday. On iiccount 
ot the necessity for thorougli aot-ord bo- 
tweeu the different cabinets, the final 
note will not be presented for several 
■weeks, 

"Gen. Voyron, commander-in-chief of 
the French troops in China, with the 
ullies under his command, is pursing 
the yilhiKos around I'ekin and Tien T.sin. 
Many alleys infested with Boxers have 
been destroyed and their inhabitants 
punished. 

"A French column sent to Tuon res- 
cued the missionaries there. Another 
French column met with resistance at 
Siet Chung. The enemy's losses were 
considerable. The villuge was btirnod. 

"As the result of inquiries made by 
the international coinnii^sion under Gen. 
Bailliod, second in eonimand of the 
French troops in China, the allies are 
convinced that the grand treasurer and 
the Bovernor of Sang Fn and a Chinese 
colonel were instrumental in the murder 
of Americans and English." 

A despatch dated Pno Ting Fu, Octo- 
ber 2:5, says that the commission of in- 
quiry into the outrages on niissionarios 
there hari sentenced to deatli the pro- 
vincial judge, Wang Slning On; tlio 
military commandant. Gen. Kin. and 
two other oOicials. Gorman and French 
troops will gan-ison at Pao Ting Fu for 
tile winter. The proposition?; are com- 
plete for destroying, on October 27, the 
mo6t venerated touii)Ie in the city. 

" "Wnshington. Nov. 2.— It u iis stated 
in finarters well versed in rhino,-;e af- 
fairs, that outside of the questions of 
indemnity, piiniKhnient.s, etc., now nildor 
negotiation at Pekin, there were three 
vital and fiir-rencliing questions to be 
determiuetl, viz: 

1. The removal of the Empress Dow- 
ager, Iier80nall.v, and through the intln- 1 
encc ot her adviisers, from all participa- ' 
tion in the Ohinese government. 

2. The creation of an indemnity fund 
by the increase of Chinese cu.stoms 
revenue, eitlior by the payment of duties 
in gold, instead of depreciated silver, ns 
at present, or else by (foubling the pres- 
ent silver duties from o per cent, to 10 
per cent, ad valorem. 

3. The establislunont of u ministry of 
foreign affaire, in place of the old and 
cumbersome system of the Tsnug Li 
Yamen.

This, of course, incluiie;- tlie 
Indian coast catch, not K'iveu in the de- 
titiled account which has appeared in 
the Colonist. Tlic catch wnn made up 
ns follows: British Oolumbia const, 
17,755 skins, of which 10,438 werf tiiKen 
by the schooners and 1,321 hy the Si- 
wnshc6 off tlic const; Behring sea, 
17,513; Copper islands, 20,S. Tin- Heel 
hunting off the coast ini-liiiled :U 
schooners, while the liidirin;; sea licet 
totallo<l 3(5. The avera^'e is mueli lower 
this year than last, a fact attrilmtahle 
to the bad weather encountered in 
BeliriiiK sea, where, altlnnigh the seals 
were seen to be more plentiful, the liad 
weather would not allow of loweriuKj 
the boats and c.iuoes. The schooners 
t(M>k a lar^'er proportion of liranded 
skins this year than last, at least a dozen 
being brought in by the lleet.

Tlio Kerry by-linv is a business proposi- 
tion. Tliuru is u sentiiiieiital side to it, 
iiiul wo lire not sure that tliis is not tlii' 
side o£ such matters wliioli really outrht 
to inlluenoe people chiefly in nrrivin.i; iit 
'Jocwions. It was the .sontinienf al side 
of the (Hiestion which carried Contedcra- 
tiou. It was sentiniont that was heliind 
the building of the Cauadinn i'acilic 
railway and enabled Sir John Macdonald 
to prevail over the active opposition to 
that project. The inllueuce of senti- 
niontaj coiLsideratioiiB upon business and 
prosperity is immeasurable. NevertLii>- 
Icss it is right to look upon tlic strictly 
business aspect of a matter of this na- 
ture. 

The finanein! aid which is nskol from 
the city is .'jilo.WO a year for L'O ye:irs. 
Other tilings are aslceil, Irit ibis is all 
that will have to come out of the pockotti 
of the rntepnyere. This is in round 
numbers 75 cents upon every ?1,000 of 
assessed value within the city. If a 
man has a lot of land wortl' .Sl.ODii 
without improvements, ho will have to 
pay 75 cents a year for 20 years. If 
his lot is worth !f200 .lud his improve- 
Uients ,'fS(XI, he will have to pay cent4 
a year for the same poi i<> I. Thi.s iri t!i 
nia.\inimn that be can be call>.'d nijon 
to pay ill aid of tliis project. 

But tliis buioJl amount is certain to be 
greatly reduced. An increase of onc- 
tontli in the assessed value of the city 
would e.xtiniiuish it enti'-My. It is not 
pos.s-il>!e to make a calculation sliowing 
just what auiouiit of nnpi-'iveineiirtj to 
really would lie t^u !;lc! .'Ot ; i c;inplei,'ly 
relieve the laud itself from tiiis ta.<c; but 
some matters may W mentioned in this 
connection which will east some liflit 
upon tlie point. l">urln;c the pri'sent year 
Ibe value of inipi-ovenienls lo ^'iciorill 
realty was upwards of a ipiiirter of a 
million dollars. It is certainly reason- 
able to suppoc^e that improi-cd connec- 
tion with tbe .MaiiilaiMl, s'-ciirin^' ',ic .■ill 
the iidvnuta^'es of a I pmiisimii i ineii i a 1 
lermiinis, would f.'ive a stimulus to the 
erection of business blocks ami resi- 
dences in the city. A few years nf sm h 
improvement as we have witnetJsed in 
1900 would rpJieve exifitinK n-al eslate 
of the charjce on account of the siibsiily. 
Not much of ail onward stride is neces- 
sary to add a million dollars in value to 
the improvements w^ithin the city. 
Towards this the proposed railway will 
itself contribute consid(.'rabIy, for any 
Iiroperty which it may aciinire williiii 
the city limits will have to bear its 
share of ta.\es. Tlierefore it is evident 
that the small charge above mentioned 
upon property within the city will be 
steadily reduced and will soon reach a 
viinisliiiif; point. 

The owner of tbe .'jJl.OfM) projierty 
above referred to — that is, the man with 
Oil $200 lot and an $800 house on it, is 
now pnyinir 27 cents a year for interest 
upon the bonds of flic \'ietoria iV: Sidney 
railway, and must continue lo do so foi- 
17 yeai«, unless in the meantime that 
railway increases its earning capacity 
sultlciently to meet its interest. It is 
reasonable lo suppose tliat with the 
.UTcater business lo be derived fniiii ii 
ferry connection, this increase in e:irti- 
in^s woiUd follow as a matter of couif<e. 
Tbe owner of tbe !?1,0(I0 properly lus 
above therefore now stands to pay i} l.'.'>d 
for interest upon these bonds, if nothing 
is done lo increase the business of the 
Victoria & Sidney line. Under the 
proposed fcny scheme he is likely to lie 
relieved of this, but he will liave to 
nfisume a total charge of 45 cents a year, 
or ."FO spread over 20 years. Deduct in;: 
from this the j;n)ss cbarf;e of :;9 on 
jieeount of his present liability for the 
Victoria & Sidney, and we get a net 
obligation of .?4.C1 spread over 20 years, 
or 2;! cents a year, us' tlie responsibility 
assumed by tlii! owner of the $1,000 im- 
•proved prnpert.v. ... 

Tliis calculation nsfiumcs that the pro- 
po<^ed ferry will malce the V-ictoriii & 
■Sidney pay its own interest. This in- 
terest is "1,000 a year, of which tlie 
city pays ?!»,000 and the province .?0,000. 
To pay this will requfre an increase; in 
net earnings of !f 1,250 per month. This 



requires an increase in gross carningH of 
about ^vi.OOO per ninntli. It certainly 
does not seem an unreasonable tiling to 
suppose that if the Victoria & Sidney 
railway is made a part of a transconti- 
nen'.al system and given such a connec- 
tion, that it would draw to A'ictoria a 
large share of the business of the Lower 
Fraaer Talloy, -which now goes else- 
where, its carninga ^vould increase to 
this extent. '\Vo venture to predict that 
the increased export trade in timber, 
coal, ores and other lines to be developed 
from the Island, which this road would 
carry, would of itself add us much to Ihe 
earnings of the line. Hence we chiini 
that there i« good reason to think that 
the city and the province as well will l.-e 
relieved of the obligation to pay tliis 
interest charge, and hence that the 
charge for the bonus upon the holder of 
improved realty to the value of $1,(K)0 
as above will not e.Tceod ii;4.(n, spread 
over a period of 20 years, without tak- 
ing into account the increase in the 
viUnc of real estate in the city and the 
augmentation of the amount of ta.xable 
property thron^rh the increased value of 
Improvemenls. 

We are looking at the matter now 
solely from the standpoint of the owner 
of real estate, and have selected .fl.OOO 
as a terit amount, because it will serve 
as a measure for larger or smaller 
propiTties. We do not enter into the 
dif<cussioii tivday of the advantage to tbe 
city lit' the business to be developed lu're 
11 ml on Vancouver Island. This niusl 
serve as the subject for another article. 
.Naturally the taxpayer Is ai)t tirst to 
look 111 any matter of Ibis nature as it 
will afl'ect his ta.xes, and we think we 
have showu above that from this imint 
of view the subject deserves his favor- 
able consideration.

It is vi'i'y gratifying fur tbe Coloniht, 
liter ils remarks yesterday on the riub- 
ject of \"ictoria's progre.-is, to lind in the 
\ aacouver Wmld of Thuiwday an ap- 
preciative artiille on Victoria from the 
pen of Prof. Odium. After brielly de- 
cribiug the beauties of the trip acrosti 
the Gulf, the writer has this to say about 
Victoria : 

\'isiiiiig Victoria after a long absence 
iinprcsscii me in more wayn than one. 1 
bad heard and read that Mctoria is 
"side-tracked" and "dead." In a vague 
sort of way I bad a notion that inks 
might be true. liui after careful exam- 
ination I can asisuie the World rc'aileivi 
that tlie Capital is fully alive, and is a 
city of solidity, wealth and vigor. .No, 
\ icioria is not side-tracked and never 
can be. With uu ii^iand 300 miles long 
and .jO miles wide, an island rich iu for- 
est, farming, tishiug and mineral wealth, 
there is room for a city 10 times the size 
of the present one. With railway eoii- 
iiectiiiii out to till! West Coast of the Is- 
biiid, a long railway to J-'ort Uuiiert or 
Port Hardy, with connection by a ferry 
with the Ivootenays, and ali-io with the 
roads of iln- north through (Jariboo, (Jliil- 
cotin, Ca.<.siar, -Vtlin and Eastern ('aii- 
ada, there is a bright future for the Cap- 
ital city. 'J'lie towns and villages of llie 
Island iif \'ancouver, the coaKt and trans- 
oceanic shipping trade, the general trade 
of the whole province, and the viiHt Is- 
land and .Mainland mining wealth are 
enough to ensure the succetis of our 
111 ross-tbe-tiiilf rival. The businchW 
streets i>re.seiit a more solid appearaiici' 
than in Vancouver. But the streets 
Uieniselvcs are not as good nor ho clean. 
The electric tram system and service can- 
not comiiaie with that of Vancouver, but 
still are of a high order compared with 
smile places I have visited. TllO people 
are a (piiet, forceful, determined buisi- 
iiess net, and have accumuilatcd much 
^vc^ltll. At present there are very firw 
empty buildings; not enough for the 
lust inte^rests of all. 1 am inclined to 
Ibink that next year's census will war- I 
prise a good many iu relation to Vic- 
toriii. Undoubtedly of late the popula- 
lirtii has increai-ied very considerably, 
and perhaps the difference between tbe 
'J'erinlnal City and the Capital will not 
be very great. The paillianieiit build- 
ings are tbe most attractive and orna- 
mental in Canada. Wonderfully well 
lilanned, suileil to tlieir [lurpasei-i, very 
substantial and truly cheap, compared 
with other large striictures in the East, 
tliey are a credit to the country. Itoutine 
work In the several depiirtnieiitH goes 
alone like clock work, and eqiially as

THE TWO DOGS.^ 

F>rolly the Boer Dcerhound and runch 
the Pet of the Llverpoois. 

A remarkable titory has come under my 
notice, writes a war correspondent of the 
Loudon Telegraph, a story which, contains 
au "object lesson." It seems almost im- 
possible that the eagacity of a dog should 
teach caution to oldcurs of all ranltti in 
our army; yet it is so and I cannot let the 
tale die, for the sake of our rising luili 
tary stars, who may not always be re- 
quired to shine in a nice fiat country like 
the Soudan, where the enemy takes the 
shape of u mob of savageti arrayed in the 
most convenient form for their wholcBale 
tlaughter. 

Brolly and Punch are, or rather were — 
for the former alone survives— two dogs, 
the first an old dcerhound, the second a 
young and frivolous foxterrier. Brolly's 
life had been siient in the bard but per 
haps congenial surroundings of a Boer 
farm, and Punch had been born and bred 
in the Liverpool llegiment. Brolly's face 
waa streaked with grey, and I'uueh, not- 
witlistandiug the Ladysmith siege rations 
curried more llesh than was good for him; 
in short, the one was a ^grizzled old. sol 
dier and the other a promising if rather 
too dashing recruit. 

Among the pleasant duties performed 
by the mouuted infantry duriiig the siege 
one was that an oUicer should patrol with 
four men by night until the party drew 
lire, which it did not fail to do— fire; of all 
sorta; bullets, pom-pom, and shells of 
every calibre.

When lie reached the 
top BroUy came bounding up to him from 
the direction of the Boers, and though to- 
tal strangers they made friends at once. 
Shortly afterwards a noise of falling 
stones and tlic rattle of a horde's shoes on 
the rocks foretold the advent of a new- 
comer letis likely to be friendly. It was 
Brolly's master, a Boer horseman on pa- 
trol. The light was not good, eonse- 
iiueutly the man escaped capture, Mr. 
Fwart, a sprinter himwlf, chasing him 
till the fiix bullets in his revolver had 
been tired, but the Dutchman did not fall 
until he was sliot a hundred yards far- 
ther on. Brolly, however, knew which 
was the winning side, iiiMtiucl apparently 
telling him that the Boer game was up, 
and he followed Lieutenant Fwart back 
through a merciles.s lire, which met them 
from a nniall party of Boers who tried to 
intercept their retreat to I'ound Spruit. 
I<'roui that day the hound and his new 
muster became devoted friends und com- 
panions. 

Ab for Punch, he swaggered about with 
all the over-confidence of a regimental 
dog whotie only campaigning had been 
agiiinst the "Baggaras." Noisy and 
bumptuoii.-i, he was not considered good 
enough for pati'oliiig, altliough, aw he and 
Brolly lived together it is fitraiige that he 
should not Lave adopti'd suine of the sliin- 
nei-ti of his companion long before the 
lesson of which 1 am about to tell. In 
short. Punch was like the good old-fa.sh- 
ioned otllcer, hrtive an a lion, waving his 
men on with hat in hand, ami not at all a 
Dewet among dogs. He would light 
anywhere, whereas a Dutch dog like' his 
companion, only fought when the odds 
wi re in his iMvour. Now it came to patiti 
thai, owing to over-conliilence in his own 
iiiteiiigeiice, a staff otUcer le<l a regiment 
of lior.-e into a trap, which iiail been 
cleverly conceived by the wily Dutch, 
and ISrolly's new master had to gallop 
for a kopje to foil a flunk attack. Thi6 
he Huccessfully nceoiuplished. Mr. Ewart 
leaving his horse under cover iit the base 
of the hill, ran with his men to the top. 
Not so Brolly, who stayed with the hoi>e. 
He knew that it was, as one tiays racing,

If only Brolly cuuld have told us all he 
thought 1 1 sec him now daily, his wise 
brain full of things 1 loug to know. It 
is a curiouK fact that he never will go on 
patrol in the direction of the Orange 
Itiver Colony, where Dewet lives. To- 
v.ards Utrecht and Vryheid he is always 
ready to trot when his master is sent 
in that direction. Perhaps he knows 
Dewet, and i« waiting till General Run- 
die's patient tactics have made the Boer 
Sheridan trek. 

It may seem absurd to illuHtrate by the 
beliaviour of a dog ii chapter in military 
liistory. although the facts 'of this tale 
are indir^iiutable; but I shall be forgiven 
I hope, for my iittempt wlieii 1 say that 
tliiri old ileerhonnd i)otisn^es some of the 
(lualities which many of our leadeni ap- 
pears to lack. He is brave when neccci- 
siiry even to foolhardiuess— witiii'rK his 
retreat from Umbrella Hill; cMutious in 
i?(>a.soii— see how he behaved at Wakker- 
titroom; and, above all, he knows enough 
not to sit (Ml a sky-line when a valley will 
nerve hisi turn. h'inally, he appreciates 
the Inttdligence Department at a value 
of his own.
